In the history of the Guernsey 
breed in America, certain names lead 
all the rest. The national acceptance 
and recognition that Guernseys en- 
joy today manifests the accomplish- 
ments of those far-sighted individuals 
who believed in Guernsey quality. 

The vision to raise sights up to 
uncharted heights is a gift of the 
very few. Such ability was early evi- 
dent in the ideas, plans, enthusiasm 
and work of Gavin W. McKerrow. 
Surely, his illustrious father saw this 
when he ventured to import 60 head 
of Guernseys from the Island in 
1914, when Gavin was in his teens. 
In his early 20’s, Gavin helped form 
and served as president of the Guern- 
sey Milk Producers Cooperative in 

isconsin. Later, when this group 
lost their premium quality market, 
the Golden Guernsey Dairy Coopera- 
tive was started. So, by this time, his 
forceful and inspiring leadership had 
been regularly applied to the ad- 
vancement of the Guernsey indus- 
try. First, as unpaid, part-time man- 
ager of the Golden Guernsey Dairy 

ooperative; then as President and 
full-time manager for 35 years, Gavin 
and his team built one of the great 
independent dairies of America. I 
say “Gavin and his team,” for one 
of his many attributes is the philos- 
ophy of including others in his 
consideration, and the further ability 
to translate this personal philosophy 
into effectively coaching the efforts 
of others. As with all great teams, 
much credit must go to the coach, 
who is able to encourage and develop 
the highest and best performance by 
all teammates. 

Even in 1934, some of his team 
presented him with a silver plaque 
inscribed with the words, “You Bene- 
fit Yourself Only As You Benefit 
Humanity.” This was in early appre- 
ciation of his sincere cooperation and 
service to his fellow workers. 

So it has been through the years, 
sowing and gathering the benefits 
of cooperative effort, ever conscious 
of the innovations and changes 
needed, not only to survive but to 
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grow and prosper in our dynamic 
economy. 

Gavin McKerrow initiated many 
firsts, and has always been among 
the early pioneers of change in the 
methods of dairy procedure. Yet, all 
the while, he is steadfast in improv- 
ing the historical advantages of the 
Guernsey cow and her produce. His 
-ncouragement and forceful promo- 
tion of color testing is but one ex- 
imple. Others have included higher 
standards of production, recognition 
of protein content, and protecting 
the unique natural qualities of low 
fat Gurnzgold. 

The story of the Golden Guernse 
Dairy Cooperative is one filled wit 
examples of leading the industry. 
From instituting daylight delivery to 
the introduction of the plastic con- 
tainer in the Milwaukee market, Mr. 
McKerrow and his team are ever 
searching for ways to improve. 

Much that I have observed, is to 
bring into sharper focus the truly 
outstanding contributions made by 
Gavin McKerrow to our Guernsey 
industry. Without enumeration, suf- 
fice it to say that he has been an 
important member and officer of his 
local and state Guernsey clubs 
throughout the years. 

To illustrate the breadth of his 
interest in animal husbandry, and 
its affiliated groups, I would like to 
invite your thoughts briefly to other 
activities that have occupied this 
rugged Scot. He has served as presi- 
dent or officer of his Farm Bureau, 
District Dairy Show, Livestock 
Breeders Association, School Board 
for 30 years, Wisconsin Council of 
Agriculture, Wisconsin Wool Grow- 
ers Association, Wisconsin Labor Re- 
lations Advisory Board, and Wiscon- 
sin Dairymen’s Association. He is a 
Kiwanian and has been Presbyterian 
Sunday School Superintendent for 
20 years. He has been honored by 
the Wisconsin FFA, Farm Bureau, 
Guernsey breeders, Association of

ren, three daughters and two sons. 
Today, his son William is managing 
partner of the McKerrow Farm enter- 
prises of the Guernsey herd and the 
sheep flocks, and is ably writing an- 
other illustrious McKerrow record, 
—further example of strength in ap- 
plication resulting from a very chal- 
lenging McKerrow environment. 

o honor Gavin McKerrow with 
my words is inadequate. So, I want 
to indelibly inscribe in your minds 
some of his thoughts and words. 
These are the words of a truly modest 
man. Gavin McKerrow, in address-

Mr. Camp was first named a Gold 
Star Breeder in 1963.

gentleman, and an_ enthusiastic 
Guernsey breeder of long standing. 
There are many people bite today, 
i am sure, who know this man much 
betcer than I do. However, I have 
known him for several years, and on 
numerous occasions have enjoyed 
listening to him relate his experi- 
ences of years gone by. There are 
many things that can be said about 
this man, and in order not to take 
too much time I will read a few 
facts. 

Mr. A. B. “Sheriff” Slagle was 
born in Macon County, North Caro- 
lina, on April 25, 1883. He has been 
a lifelong resident of this county, 
and has devoted a large portion of 
his time to serving the public and 
his fellow man. 

He studied Civil Engineering at 
A & M College, which is now North 
Carolina State University, and for 
many years did surveying for the 
public. He served six years as County 
Commissioner, 12 years as Sheriff, 
and during those terms was influen- 
tial in many highway and commun- 
ity projects. It is through his 12 years 
as Sheriff that all his close friends 
have learned to know him as 
“Sheriff.” 

He is a member of the Franklin 
Methodist Church, and served as 
Steward for several years and at pres- 
ent is an Honorary Steward. He 
was a member of the North Carolina 
State Board of Agriculture for 18 
years, has served as Chairman of the 
Board of Directors of the Bank of 
Franklin, appraiser and member of 
the Board of Directors of Macon 
County Building and Loan Associa- 
tion, and is a charter member of the 
Western North Carolina Regional 
Planning Commission. He has been 
a member of the Masonic Order of 
Masons for over 60 years, and the 
Franklin Rotary Club for 37 years. 

The Sheriff has always been a 
staunch supporter of the North Caro- 
lina Guernsey Breeders Association 
and all its activities, and served on 
the Board of Directors for several 
terms and as its President in 1955. 
His main interest is, and always has 
been, the Guernsey cow and the 
dairy industry in North Carolina. He 
has received many honors, including 
one given him in 1953 by the Hen- 
derson County Milk Producers Asso- 
ciation. In 1960 he was honored by 
the North Carolina Guernsey Breed- 
ers Association for his contributions 
toward the promotion and welfare 
of the Guernsey breed. 

Sheriff Slagle started in the cattle 
business early in life, at the tender 
age of seven, by purchasing a roan

steer calf for $1.50. He paid for this 
calf with a silver dollar his uncle 
had given him and 50 cents he had 
earned, He kept this steer for two 
years and sold it for $15. His first 
Guernsey purchase of four heifers 
from Miss Florence Osborne, of 
Canton, North Carolina, was made 
in 1926. From this modest beginning, 
his herd at Belmont View Farm has 
grown to 330 head, with over 100 
cows in the milking herd. He joined 
The American Guernsey Cattle Club 
in 1929, and started AR testing about 
1940. Belmont View Farm was In- 
corporated in 1958, and Sheriff is 
still active as president. A total of 207 
bulls and 1,624 females have been 
registered. 

About the time he made his first 
Guernsey purchase he acquired Nan- 
tahala Chcmniy, in Franklin, from 
Carolina Creame of Asheville, 
North Carolina, which was a butter 
plant. In 1935 he started bottling 
and distributing the milk from his 
own herd. 

Sheriff Slagle is the father of four 
daughters. His daughter Elizabeth 
Slagle Patton has been very active in 
the record-keeping and operation of 
the milk plant with her husband, 
Erwin Patton, who is presently act- 
ing as manager of Nantahala Cream- 
ery.

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Ano the flashing of lights, whir- 
ring of machinery, and whisking of 
electronic tape, the first certificate 
of registry for a purebred Guernsey 
cow was printed on Monday after- 
noon, May 9. She became the first 
animal “ any dairy breed in the 
United States to receive a registra- 
tion certificate completely by com- 
puter. She was named Four Winds 
Hal Princess by her owners, William 
B. and William C. Vilter, Hartland, 
Wis., and received the number 
2350163 from the computer. The 
first bull registration certificate issued 
by the computer was for Four Winds 
Hallelujah 571821, also bred and 
owned by Mr. Vilter and his son. 

William Vilter, Sr., has been a 
member of The American Guernsey 
Cattle Club since 1947. He is listed 
as having recorded 31 bulls and 308 
females by the old system. W. Clark 
has only recently joined his father 
as a partner, formerly being a 
junior member. Their 1965 DHIR 
herd lactation average was 14305 lbs. 
of milk and 660 Ibs. of fat on 12 
records, ME — 305 — 2x, which is 
the highest in the nation for milk in 
the 10-30 record bracket. Their last 
classification in 1965 listed one Ex- 
cellent, 32 Very Good, and five De- 
sirable. 

Francis Chapman, Secretary-Treas- 
urer of The Cattle Club, called this 
event an “historic break-through.” 
Other Cattle Clubs are in the prep- 
aration for the same thing, but have 
not progressed as far. 

A mountain of work was neces- 
sary before the first certificate could 
be produced. The Board of Directors’ 
approved the idea in November, 
1963. In February, 1964, the key 
punching of back records started, 
which included bulls recorded since 
February, 1953, and females since 
March, 1956. In addition, the name 
and number only, of bulls recorded 
from October, 1949, to February, 
1953, and females recorded between 
March, 1953, and March, 1956,

were added. About 300,000 trans- 
fers, 100,000 owner code numbers, 
and 30,000 miscellaneous types of 
data were punched, in addition to 
about 1 million registrations. All 
this was then loaded onto electronic 
tapes, 20 reels in all, containing 
about 12 million information char- 
acters per reel. 

George Eastman, a 25-year man 
at Guernsey, is in charge of the 
computer room, as well as other 
electronic equipment. Miss Doris 
Jones, who has been with Guernsey 
12 years, is the programmer, the per- 
son who gives the machine the neces- 
sary instructions for each specific 
job. Both have had extensive school- 
ing at IBM. Mr. Chapman and Irv- 
ing Nichols, head of the Herd Regis- 
ter Division, also took a briefing on 
IBM at Endicott, New York. 

This complete computerization 
should mean faster, more accurate 
records to Guernsey breeders. Be-

New Treatment for Bovine 
Ketosis 
AN effective treatment for bovine 
ketosis (a disease that strikes cows 
during the stress of milk production) 
was reported recently by Dr. L. A. 
Davey of the Pfizer Group, Head of 
Animal Research, Therapeutics Re- 
search Division, Sandwich, England. 

Dr. Davey presented the results of 
clinical and field trials with Methral 
at the 14th Annual Pfizer Research 
Conference. “A single 20 mg. injec- 
tion of Methral appears to be nor- 
mally sufficient to correct blood glu- 
cose deficiency in dairy cattle,” he 
said. CLow glucose level is a major 
factor in bovine ketosis.) 

Pfizer worked with veterinarians 
in testing Methral. “An interesting 
practical point which arose from the 
trial was length of time between 
early development of clinical symp- 
toms, which should be apparent to 
the farmer, and when the veterinar- 
ian was actually called,” said Davey. 
“Delays of up to nine days were 
recorded with an average of slightly 
under five days for 50 cases.”

State Sale. “We picked up good cows 
all over—wherever we could find 
them.” From this beginning, and 
availing themselves of all the services 
of the Cattle Club, such as produc- 
tion testing and type classification, 
the Vilters have built one of the top 
Guernsey herds in the state. 

“Classification really helped us,” 
Bill says. “As soon as we were fairly 
certain we knew what to look for in 
Guernseys, we always tried to cull 
out the poor ones before the classi- 
fier made his next visit.” 

The effectiveness of their program 
can quickly be seen during a visit 
to the herd and in scanning their 
production figures. The 1964 DHIR 
average was 11689 Ibs. of milk and 
557 Ibs. of fat on 43 cows. 

Son Clark is very active in the 
business.

Sto filling with haylage wilted to 
only 30 per cent dry matter can re- 
duce field exposure time and speed 
up haymaking. And cows will main- 
tain both milk production and feed 
consumption as well as they do when 
drier haylage is fed. Michigan State 
University dairy scientists explain 
that typical haylage contains 40 to 
60 per cent dry matter, but by 
starting to fill the silo when it is 
wilted to only 30 per cent dry matter 
(70 per cent moisture), good qual- 
ity haylage can be produced at a 
faster rate.

Guard the Good Flavor of Milk 


A combination of good manage- 
ment, healthy cows, and proper stor- 
ing and processing procedures is 
necessary to insure good-flavored 
milk, say C. F. Foreman and W. S. 
LaGrange, Iowa State University 
dairy scientists. The production of 
clean, wholesome milk is the _pri- 
mary responsibility of the dairy 
farmer, <n say. Modern process- 
ing techniques hie eliminate some 
of the more volatile feed-type flavors. 
But pronounced flavor defects in 
milk are not, however, completely 
removed even by the most efficient 
vacuum processing treatment. 

The dairy scientists suggest some 
guidelines for producing good-flav- 
ored milk: 

Feed silage and_ strong-flavored 
feed outdoors—after milking. 

Keep dry feed available while 
cows are on pasture long periods in 
the springtime. 

Keep the barn, milking area, and 
milkhouse clean and ventilated. 

Don’t store paint, kerosene, creo- 
sote, or other strong-smelling ma- 
terials in the milkroom or barn. 

Do not market milk from cows 
with mastitis. 

Some cows late in lactation pro- 
duce salty or rancid-flavored milk. 
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This milk should be used in some 
way on the farm and not sold for 
public consumption. 

Use only stainless steel, glass, or 
approved plastic or rubber handling 
equipment. Clean milk handling 
equipment thoroughly after use. 
Sanitize this equipment just before 
milking and drain sanitized equip- 
ment before use. 

Cool milk rapidly to 40 degrees 
Fahrenheit, and avoid excessive agi- 
tation of raw milk.
